Sato (U.S. Patent No. 4,758,995), and others, does not teach the 
claimed invention having wherein when one of first memory cells has a defect, the first 
redundancy data line replace the first data line, and wherein when one of the plurality of 
the first dummy memory cells has a defect, the second redundancy data line replace the 
first dummy data line.
